WHY? VOH-F 


Quite a bit has been said 
recently about VH F and 
UHF. The bands above 50 me. 
have become more popular 
Pwith the event of the 
Novice and Technician 
classes of license. Ten years 
ago 220 and 432 me work was 
almost unheard of while to- 
day experimentation above 12- 
15 me. is going on. Some of 
the old timers who regarded 
VHF work as a novelty or 
passing fancy have’ been 
heard themselves on 2 meters. 
Why all this activity? 

It seems that VHF work 
has a lot more to offer than 
just local line-of-sight com- 
munication. Many VHF’ers 
are on the band just to break 
records or make WAS. Im- 
possible? Back in 1956 LU3- 
EK made contact with JA6FR 
- a contact of over 12,000 
miles on 50 mc. More recently 
KH6UK and W6NLZ made 
contact over a path of 2,540 
miles on both 144 and 220 me. 
Amateurs operating the bands 
above 50 me. have found and 
proven that more modes of 
propagation are available on 
the VHF bands than on any 
of the lower frequencies. By 
maximum use of these types 
of propagation, fantastic con- 
tacts over tremendous distan- 
ces are being made all the 
time. 


The amazing part of the 
whole thing is that you don’t 
need a KW or even a half 
KW to do it. Through a stu- 
dy, it has been found that 
the average 6 meter man with 
45 watts to a 3 element Yage 
and a decent receiver has 
worked at least 25 states. On 
2 meters the direct ground 
wave is even longer than on 
6, enabling one with an ave- 
rage station to work 200 to 
300 miles away every night. 
More and more fellows are 
realizing that improvement at 
the antenna will add much to 
the effectiveness of the equip- 
ment. 


Even the feiuow with the 
Gonset Communicator can 
work out well. If you don’t 
believe this, listen to the first 
55 kes of 6 meters during 
a band opening. Amidst the 
ever present QRM, you’ll hear 
quite a few comments such 
as, “rig here is a Gooney box 
III into a three element home- 
brew beam! These “band op- 
enings” that you hear so 
much about are actually ion- 
ized clouds referred to as 
sporadic E openings. These 
are the most frequent open-

ings that occur on 50 me 
which enable one to work well 
over 1000 miles on a rig with 
anywhere from 10 watts up! 


The favorite type of propa- 
gation with the 2 meter men 
is the “meteor shower’. One 
reason is that they know pre- 
cisely when these openings 
will occur. Every year many 
different intensities of shower 
bombardment occur right on 
schedule. Predictions are made 
to the hour when these will 
happen and you can bet your 
boots that every avid 2 me- 
ter DX man is in these on the 
low end on CW _ pounding 
away to keep schedules with 
a buddy 1000 miles away. 


The 220 men thrive on tem- 
perature inversions. The phe- 
nomenan greatly extends the 
ground wave range to fantas- 
tic distances. Even under nor- 
mal conditions, contacts up to 
300 miles away are made 
every evenings. Same goes for 
432 me, only the trouble there 
seems to be that there isn’t 
enough activity to do _ too 
much with out schedules. 


As you can see, the VHF 
and UHF bands are an area 
to be explored. They offer a 
completely different type of 
ham radio - in which experi- 
mentation and unusual pheno- 
menon exist along with re- 
gular rag-chews.

BETTER COMMUNICATION 


(Are you getting tired of 
us “screaming wolf?” Are 
you getting tired of reading 
about how wonderful the CBs 
are doing? Well, what public 
service are you performing? 
Records show many of you 
are too lazy to sign up in 
AREC. Read on.) 

(CHICAGO)—A nationwide 
program designed exclusively 
to provide more efficient two- 
way radio communications 
under local emergency condi- 
tions has been launched in 
Chicago. ; 

Called REACT (Radio Em- 
ergency Associated Citizens 
Teams), the movement is a 
federation of volunteer citi- 
zens. band radio operators, a 
group which has grown na- 
tionally from 28,000 to 250,- 
000 in the last four years. 

Earl W. Gray, National Di- 
rector of REACT, said organi- 
zation will maintain National 
Headquarters in Chicago and 
have two primary objectives: 

1. To provide a round-the- 
clock radio communications 
system effectively supplemen- 
ting police, fire, ambulance, 
hosvital and civil defense ef- 
forts. 


2. To promote correct and 
efficient use of citizens band 
radio. Already functioning in 
Wisconsin, the REACT con- 
cept is currently being car- 
ried to all 50 States. As in 
Wisconsin, most chapter mem- 
bers are expected to come 
from the ranks of business 
men, doctors, veterinarians, 
policemen, firemen, ambulance 
operators, newsmen, farmers 
and sportsmen. 

Gray said membership is 
free, with each participant re- 
ceiving a metalized weather- 
proof sticker for his automo- 
bile, a membership card and 
periodic bulletins from Na- 
tional REACT Headquarters 
at 4401 West Fifth Avenue, 
Chicago. In each city a moni- 
tor station will be in opera- 
tion 24 hours a day for the 
purpose of relaying messages 
to the proper authorities. 

Gray emphasized that RE- 
ACT program is designed to 
supplement the activities of 
citizens band clubs in exist- 
ence, not replace them. 

Citizens radio was created 
by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission in 1949 to 
satisfy a need for good, low 
cost two-way radio transmis- 
sion by business men. Today 
any citizen over 18 years of 
age may operate a _ private 
citizens band communications

Quite a bit has been said 
recently about VH F and 
UHF. The bands above 50 me. 
have become more popular 
with the event of the 
Novice and Technician 
classes of license. Ten years 
ago 220 and 432 mc work was 
almost unheard of while to- 
day experimentation above 12- 
15 me. is going on. Some of 
the old timers who regarded 
VHF work as a novelty or 
passing fancy have’ been 
heard themselves on 2 meters. 
Why all this activity? 

It seems that VHF work 
has a lot more to offer than 
just local line-of-sight com- 
munication. Many VHF’ers 
are on the band just to break 
records or make WAS. Im- 
possible? Back in 1956 LU38- 
EK made contact with JA6FR 
- a contact of over 12,000 
miles on 50 me. More recently 
KH6UK and W6NLZ made 
contact over a path of 2,540 
miles on both 144 and 220 me. 
Amateurs operating the bands 
above 50 me. have found and 
proven that more modes of 
propagation are available on 
the VHF bands than on any 
of the lower frequencies. By 
maximum use of these types 
of propagation, fantastic con- 
tacts over tremendous distan- 
ces are being made all the 
time. 


The amazing part of the 
whole thing is that you don’t 
need a KW or even a half 
KW to do it. Through a stu- 
dy, it has been found that 
the average 6 meter man with 
45 watts to a 3 element Yage 
and a decent receiver has 
worked at least 25 states. On 
2 meters the direct ground 
wave is even longer than on 
6, enabling one with an ave- 
rage station to work 200 to 
300 miles away every night. 
More and more fellows are 
realizing that improvement at 
the antenna will add much to 
the effectiveness of the equip- 
ment. 


Even the feiuow with the 
Gonset Communicator can 
work out well. If you don’t 
believe this, listen to the first 
55 kes of 6 meters during 
a band opening. Amidst the 
ever present QRM, you’ll hear 
quite a few comments such 
as, “rig here is a Gooney box 
III into a three element home- 
brew beam! These “band op- 
enings” that you hear’ so 
much about are actually ion- 
ized clouds referred to as 
sporadic E openings. These

which enable one to work well 
over 1000 miles on a rig with 
anywhere from 10 watts up! 


The favorite type of propa- 
gation with the 2 meter men 
is the “meteor shower’. One 
reason is that they know pre- 
cisely when these openings 
will occur. Every year many 
different intensities of shower 
bombardment occur right on 
schedule. Predictions are made 
to the hour when these will 
happen and you can bet your 
boots that every avid 2 me- 
ter DX man is in these on the 
low end on CW _ pounding 
away to keep schedules with 
a buddy 1000 miles away. 

The 220 men thrive on tem- 
perature inversions. The phe- 
nomenan greatly extends the 
ground wave range to fantas- 
tic distances. Even under nor- 
mal conditions, contacts up to 
300 miles away are made 
every evenings. Same goes for 
432 me, only the trouble there 
seems to be that there isn’t 
enough activity to do _ too 
much with out schedules. 


As you can see, the VHF 
and UHF bands are an area 
to be explored. They offer a 
completely different type of 
ham radio - in which experi- 
mentation and unusual pheno- 
menon exist along with re- 
gular rag-chews.

BETTER COMMUNICATION 


(Are you getting tired of 
us “screaming wolf?” Are 
you getting tired of reading 
about how wonderful the CBs 
are doing? Well, what public 
service are you performing? 
Records show many of you 
are too lazy to sign up in 
AREC. Read on.) 

(CHICAGO)—A nationwide 
program designed exclusively 
to provide more efficient two- 
way radio communications 
under local emergency condi- 
tions has been launched in 
Chicago. 

Called REACT (Radio Em- 
ergency Associated Citizens 
Teams), the movement is a 
federation of volunteer citi- 
zens band radio operators, a 
group which has grown na- 
tionally from 28,000 to 250,- 
000 in the last four years. 

Earl W. Gray, National Di- 
rector of REACT, said organi- 
zation will maintain National 
Headquarters in Chicago and 
have two primary objectives: 


1. To provide a round-the- 
clock radio communications 
system effectively supplemen- 
ting police, fire, ambulance, 
hosvital and civil defense ef- 
forts. 


2. To promote correct and 
efficient use of citizens band 
radio. Already functioning in 
Wisconsin, the REACT con- 
cept is currently being car- 
ried to all 50 States. As in 
Wisconsin, most chapter mem- 
bers are expected to come 
from the ranks of business 
men, doctors, veterinarians, 
policemen, firemen, ambulance 
operators, newsmen, farmers 
and sportsmen. 

Gray said membership is 
free, with each participant re- 
ceiving a metalized weather- 
proof sticker for his automo- 
bile, a membership card and 
periodic bulletins from Na- 
tional REACT Headquarters 
at 4401 West Fifth Avenue, 
Chicago. In each city a moni- 
tor station will be in opera- 
tion 24 hours a day for the 
purpose of relaying messages 
to the proper authorities. 

Gray emphasized that RE- 
ACT program is designed to 
supplement the activities of 
citizens band clubs in exist- 
ence, not replace them. 

Citizens radio was created 
by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission in 1949 to 
satisfy a need for good, low 
cost two-way radio transmis- 
sion by business men. Today 
any citizen over 18 years of 
age may operate a_ private 
citizens band communications

INTERNATIONAL 
HAM-HOP 


What is it? A new kind of 
dance? No, it is an organiza- 
tion, and a remarkable idea. 
It is a chance for radio ama- 
teurs to meet their overseas 
buddies in person, and com- 
plete the personal contact 
that was started by air. The 
International Ham-Hop Club 
has nearly 500 members in 
50 countries, and exists for 
the purpose of making it ea- 
sier for them to visit each 
other. Each member agrees 
to put up other visiting mem- 
bers for not more than 2 
nights per year (although a 
longer stay is possible if the 
host agrees). In return, he 
gets to use the facilities of 
the Club anywhere in the 
whole world where there are 
members, as often as he wish- 
es. This has three results: 


THE 


(1) The traveler obtains an 
insight into the life of the 
society visited, by sharing it 
in the homes of its people. 
He obtains a cross section 
of home life and amateur ra- 
dio in that area. The well- 
known commercial tour only 
shows one the inside of ho- 
tels, and these are the same 
all over. 


(2) The traveler has con- 
tact with others having com- 
mon interests. This makes the 
experience more rewarding 
from the first. His personal 
needs and particular interests 
are often catered for in ad- 
vance, and special meetings 
of radio amateurs and tours 
of special interest are arrang- 
ed for his benefit. If the vi- 
sitor wants to see ‘the inside 
of the city’, his hosts can 
show him choice restaurants, 
non-tourist-plagued scenery, 
and other points of interest. 
His hosts can give him a 
feeling for the locality and 
its people which would be 
difficult to attain from the 
commercial tour. 


(3) There is a considerable 
reduction of travel expenses. 
And if a car or hitch-hiking 
is used, it costs even less. 
Hitch-hiking is a practical 


form of transportation in 
many countries outside of the 
U.S.A., particularly in Eu- 
rope. 


How did this all begin? 
G3CED and numerous radio 
contacts in Germany agreed 
that it ought to be possible 
for a ham to travel the length 
of that country, using only 
radio amateur facilities for 
accomodations. Was it prac- 


tical? In the summer of 1956, 
G8CED tried it, and toured 
the Rhine Valley and Black 
Forest, all on a 49 ce ‘Moped’ 
Motor Scooter! It was a tre- 
mendous success, and they de- 
cided to formalize it; the 
Club was the result, with G3- 
CED as General Secretary. 
The Club met with enthusias- 
tic support in Great Britain, 
Germany, and Northern Eu- 
rope; less so in Southern Eu- 
rope. A few years ago it 
spread to the U.S.A. and Can- 
ada, and recently has inc!1- 
ded Mexico. : 

Our North American mem- 
berships is now approximately 
four dozen, which isn’t much, 
but we lare fairly well spread 
out. When GD8MIK visited 
us recently, he was able to 
have hosts as soon as he 
landed in Boston (ie, us). He 
was then hosted by one of 
our members in New York 
and several of our members 
scattered down the St. Law- 
rence River in Canada, and 
he is now Ham-Hopping in 
the midwest. He will eventu- 
ally get out to California 
where we are pretty thinly 
represented, but on the way 
he will stop at the homes of 
members in Mo., Nebr., Kan., 
and Nevada, and in Utah if 
we can persuade the recent 
enquirer from the latter state 
to join us. 

In the summer of 1960 my 
wife and I took a marvelous 
European vacation. we visited 
Ham-Hops in England, France 
Belgium, and Germany, and 
stayed in youth hostels in Au- 
stria and Italy. We went 
down as far as Rome, and 
then back up through France 
to England again. We hitch- 
hiked all the way, and the 
trip cost $2.80 each per day! 
(We met some people who 
did it on $1.50 each per day, 
but that did not allow for 
occasional luxuries and sou- 
venirs). We were able to get 
directly into the homes of 
the people we visited, and we 
pitied the tourists we saw 
who glimpsed only the super- 
ficial aspect of their visits. 
To our surprise we were even 
hosted by people who had no 
intention themselves of tra- 
veling, but who enjoyed see- 
ing the world come to their 
own doorsteps. 


The facilities of the Ham- 
Hop Club make travel not 
only more possible, but far 
more enjoyable. The more 
members we get, the better 
it will work.

THE STATION KEY 


1844-1961 


Of all the instruments on 
your operating table the on- 
ly one that either Morse or 
Marconi would recognize al- 
most instantly is the key, not 
the Bug so much as that hand 
key. It has, over the past 117 
years changed only once ra- 
dically, and that was almost 
at once when it was found in 
the first year, that the lever 
moving on a pivot would op- 
erate easier and faster than 
the stiffer “Strap-Type” first 
evolved. 

Since that time only the 
curving of the lever down 
towards the table and the ad- 
dition of the circuit closing 
switch have changed it. While 
their are 99 different patents 
for types of hand keys be- 
tween 1844 and 1900 alone, 
and no one knows how many 
others that never reached the 
U.S. Patent Office, the basic 
form as we know it now has 
remained the same. 

The Spark period did little 
in improving the key, in fact 
all it did was produce some 
of the oddest types. These 
were very large instruments 
some with contacts a half 
inch across and weighing 18 
pounds, to suit that particular 
type of operating. About the 
closest resemblance to _ the 
spark keys except, of course, 
that it is in miniature, is the 
Johnson “Speedex”’. 

Our receivers are a far cry 
from either the old Registers 
or later Sounders, and cer- 
tainly nothing like the early 
Wireless Coherers and Detec- 
tors. The transmitters have 
nothing in common, in ap- 
pear with the “Rock Crush- 
ers” of the Spark Era. But 
any of the keys from 1844 
(and there were none before 
then) up through today will 
do for operating our equip- 
ment. 

Probably if Morse and Mar- 
coni would walk into a well 
equipped st a t i o n Marconi 
would be most interested in it 
all, but Morse might well stop 
at, the RITY /and’ say nis 
is what I had in mind in the 
first place”.

ANNUAL FCC REPORT 


The annual FCC report 
shows that 222,170 amateur 
stations were authorized as 
of June 30, 1961, a substan- 
tial increase for the year. Op- 
erator authorizations number- 
ed 216,720, up 10,720 on the 
year. Over two million pieces 
of mail were received or dis- 
patched at Washington, an in- 
crease of 330,000 for the year. 
FCC’s report has this to say 
about amateurs: 


“Public service is the key- 
note of Amateur Operators. 
A large part of disaster. em- 
ergency and _ civil defense 
communications ser v i ¢ e is 
performed through the Radio 
Amateurs Civil Emergency 
(RACES). In _ addition to 
peace time operation, RACES 
will function during wartime 
when other amateur activitie

radio may continue to furnish 
essential public service com- 


-munications.”’

TECHNICAL TIPS... 

In our last column, we dis- 
cussed a “bell break” system 
for RTTY operation. A num- 
ber of fellows in the south- 
east have installed this sim- 
ple gadget and it really 
makes fast breaks easy! It 
is very handy and useful for 
traffic handling, also. A sim- 
ple device that complements 
bell break and adds a great 
deal to operating convenience 
is “narrow shift CW identifi- 
cation.” 

Since the FCC has denied 
the ARRL petition for elimi- 
nation of dual-ID, identifica- 
tion will be with us a long 
time, in all probability. One 
of the nuisances of CW is 
that the other fellows printer 
will run “wild” when the car- 
rier is keyed and _ usually 
switches must be flipped ra- 
pidly to prevent this. How- 
ever, if the “mark” signal is 
keyed by means of FSK, but 
with about 25-50 eps shift in- 
stead of the usual 850 cps 
then the other fellows printer 
will remain quiet during CW 
ID. This is a distinct courtesy 
on the part of any RTTY’er 
as it eliminates the frantic 
switch-flipping on the part of 
the other station! We hope 


NIX ON HS 


The U. S. government has 
been advised that Thailand, 
prefix HS, has never with- 
drawn its objection to inter- 
national communications by 
its amateurs. Therefore, Thai- 
land has been put back on 
the banned list published by 
FCC of countries objecting to 
communications between their 
amateurs and those of other 
countries. 


In addition to Thailand, the 
banned list includes Cambo- 
dia, Indonesia, and Viet Nam. 
Accordingly, U. S. amateurs 
are prohibited from working 
stations with the prefixes 
Jats. Jnuley Jee, DU, SOY VR 
through YH, and 3W. 


that this procedure will be- 
come universal... 

To accomplish NS CW ID 
is very simple. Just insert 
your key in series with your 
keying ileads going to the 
FSK circuit in your trans- 
mitter across the key, the 
center arm going to one side 
and one of the other termin- 
als to the other side of the 
key. The exact value needed 
will depend on your FSK cir- 
cuitbut ‘about 10,000 ohms 
should be OK. Now tune in 
your “mark” signal from the 
VFO and adjust the pot so 
that the audio tone just no- 
ticeably changes when the 
key is operated. Ther reset 
your shift pot and you are 
ready to go! 

An additional advantage of 
this scheme is that you never 
can inadvertantly leave your 
key open with the resultof 
‘no carrier” as happens oc- 
casionally when using nirmal 
make-break CW keying!

MODERN DESIGN 

Every old timer can remem- 
ber the days when amateur 
radio was largely a “do-it- 
yourself” hobby. Some pieces 
of equipment could be pur- 
chased ready made but prac- 
tically any skilled amateur 
could turn out better gear at 
home, and there were almost 
as many different types of 
equipment in use as there 
were amateurs. 

Those days are just about 
gone. With the ever increas- 
ing complexity of modern 
equipment, and _ particularly 
since the wide adoption of 
single sideband, the average 
amateur can no longer hope 
to produce at home the kind 
of gear he needs to compete 
in today’s crowded ham bands. 
Even if he has the technical 
know-how (which many do 
have), the necessary tools and 
laboratory equipment are be- 
yond the reach of all but a 
fortunate few. 

The job of designing and 
producing today’s amateur 
gear has become a cooperative 
effort requiring the most mo- 
dern facilities and the best 
engineering talent available. 
At the large companies there 
are many engineers, a large 
percentage of them active am- 
ateurs engaged in trying out 
new ideas, developing circuits, 
and designing new gear. It 
would probably be a_ shock 
to most of us to find out how 
few of these promising ideas 
actually stand the test of 
labcratory investigation, de- 
velopment, and design. Even 
more shocking to learn how 
few ever finally appear as 
new models. 

Truly, our hobby is chang- 
ing. The kits available on the 
amateur market today are as 
close as some of us come to 
building our own equipment. 
They are a great asset, tho- 
ugh, as they provide savings 
to those who have the time 
to spend building a rig, with- 
out requiring that every am- 
ateur be an Electrical Engin- 
eer. Amateurs do still experi- 
ment with their own circuits, 
and enjoy building some of 
the less modern equipment. 
This is true, at least in the 
way of transmitters. As for 
receivers, with the necessary 
selectivity and sensitivity, 99.- 
9% of our fraternity buy 
them as kits or units. We still 
have an opportunity to enjo@) 
the fun of designing our 
“home-brew” equipment and 
certainly every amateur 
should try it.

Incidently I sup- 
pose that you all know that 
League members are in the 
position to completely direct 
policy adoption by the Lea- 
gue. You didn’t Better get 
your copy of the Articles and 
By-Laws that Tip advised you 
to get by simply asking for 
it from Headquarters. If, af- 
ter reading it, you aren’t 
firmly convinced that YOU as 
members run this outfit the 
durn thing is printed in the 
wrong language. 

Who do you tell your gripes 
(about policy, that is) to - 
Joe over in the next county, 
or do you write to your Divi- 
sion Director about it and get 
all the friends you can Coerce 
into agreeing with you to do 
the same. The Director is 
bound to follow your lead and 
support your wishes at the 
various appropriate board 
meetings.

SILENT KEY 
(SPECIAL REPORT) 


The radio amateur world 
was shocked June 30th 1961 
to hear of the death of Dr. 
Lee De Forest, that grand old 
man of radio, called by many 
the “Father of Radio”. We all 
mourn his passing. Reams 
have been written on his ac- 
complishments, but very lit- 
tle has been written about 
this most humble of experi- 
menters as he prefered to be 
called. 


I first met Lee De Forest 
shortly after World War II 
in Los Angeles where he con- 
ducted a Radio Laboratory on 
Wilshire Boulevard. F ew 
would believe that this great 
man of wealth to humanity 
would live out his full life 
in a thread-bare rug lab, 
much less the thread-bare el- 
bows of his English woven 
coat. I found in Lee, a very 
humble man. A man close to 
the heart of every amateur, 
for he loved the Amateur. Lee 
was Radio Amateur No. 1 
when all radio was amateur 
radio. 


A few years ago, I heard 
he was seriously ill and in 
the hospital. The simplest 
thing I could do was drop 
him a “get well” card, and 
much to my surprize, some- 
time later received this sim- 
ple note, “8190 Hollywood 
Boulevard, My Dear Friend, 
Your good wishes have done 
much in speeding my recove- 
ry. Lee De Forest.” Written 
in a slightly unsteady hand, 
but truly a great man, for 
who am I, but a ham. 


We in Florida feel close to 
Lee De Forest for it is said 
that he built the first Naval 
Radio Station in Key West, 
“NAR” in 1911. We well re- 
member the 35 KW arc trans- 
mitter, with it’s 35 amps of 
RF going up to three 425 foot 
high towers. We remember 
the Tank Inductance, so big 
it was hoisted up in the raf- 
ters of the tall ceiling of the 
power house, as the station 
was called. We straddled that 
very arc, and struck it, in 
preparation of the evening 10 
PM Hyrdographic Reports to 
ships at sea on 1200 meters, 
I think. Many an amateur 
learned to copy code on that 
signal, including myself. In 
1927 the Navy retired the old 
arc, her back-shunt wave was 


crippling communications all 
over the world. De Forest’s 
old towers still tand and few 
today realize the history they 
have made in Naval circles. 


Lee De Forest, most famous 
for his invention of the three- 
element Audion, as he called 
it, was born in Council Bluffs, 
Iowa on August 26, 1873. His 
father, Henry Swift De For- 
est was a Congregational Mi- 
nister and later became pres- 
ident of Talladega College in 
Alabama. His mother was the 
daughter of Rev. Sheldon B. 
Robbins, a member of the 
missionary that founded Mus- 
catine, Iowa. It was only na- 
tural that the family wanted 
him to follow the ministry, 
but Lee had a flair for in- 
venting and persuaded his fa- 
ther to let him go to a scien- 
tific school. Since his dad at- 
tended Yale (class of 1857), 
Lee had the urge to prepare 
for the Sheffield Scientific 
School at Old Eli. 


At Yale young De Forest 
heard Professor Henry Bum- 
stead lecture on electromag- 
netic waves and watched him 
demonstrate the Hertz exper- 
iments. They made a deep im- 
pression. From studies by Sir 
William Crookes on “Some 
Possibilities in Electricity”, 
which stated, “What remains 
to be discovered is-first, a 
simpler and more certain 
means of generating electric 
waves of any desired length- 
second, more delicate receiv- 
ers-third, means of darting 
the sheafs of rays in any de- 
sired direction.” 


De Forest began to think 
about this problem. Tesla’s 
book on electrical phenomena 
inspired him; he went to New 
York and talked with Tesla. 
“Wireless Telephoning”  be- 
came his goal. 


Leaving New Haven in 18- 
99, he went to Chicago to 
work for the Western Elec- 
tric Company in the dynamo 
department for $8. a week. 
Dynamos held little interest, 
he knew the weakest link in 
the wireless circuit was the 
coherer. From Tesla’s account 
of an electric are in the flame 
of gas light and of the pos- 
sibilities of using it as a 
source of oscillating current, 
he was intrigued, could it be 
used in wirless telephony, The 
idea of a hot gas or flame 
detector fascinated him, but 
it proved to be far from prac- 
tical. 


As a step in another direc- 
tion, he developed a self-re- 
storing coherer and called it 
a “Sponder”’, or “electrolytic 
anti-coherer.”’ Confident that 
he had something new he left 
immediately for New York, 
where Abraham White helped 
him organize the De Forest 
Wireless Telegraph Company 
in 1902. 


Still looking for a_ better 
detector, he recalled ‘the Ed- 
ison Effect’? which he had 
learned about at Yale; Flem- 
ing had just discovered a 
strange phenomina, i.e. an el- 
ectrical current flowed from 
a hot filament to a cold plate 
in one direction only, but it 
would not amplify. De Forest 
added the “B” battery be- 
tween plate and filament and 
showed slight improvement as 
a detector, but not good en- 
ough. It was not until 1906 
that he added a “trigger”, a 
zig-zag piece of pltinum wire- 
between the plate and the fil- 
ament. He called it the grid. 
With the plate battery still in 
the circuit, and the filament 
lighted, the result was the 
three element thermionic va- 
cuum tube, agenerator of 
Hertzian waves, as well as a 
detector and amplifier of 
them. Clifford Babcock, Lee’s 
assistant, named it the Au- 
dion” and was responsible for 
most of the glass blowing. 


The De Forest Aladdin 
lamp of electronics revolution- 
ized wireless, and practically 
made it obsolete. Spark, with 
it’s damped-wave train, was 
doomed. Now, continous-waves 
were possible that could be 
controlled. The audion was 
classed as one of the twenty 
great inventions of all times. 
It is quite possible, today, to 
rank even higher. 


Even De Forest did not rea- 
lize the magnitude of his in- 
vention at the time. He con- 
tinued to work with the are 
transmitter. In 1910 he set 
up the first broadcast station 
using the Arc with a magne- 
tic flame deflector for voice 
modulation. This was in the 
Metropolitan Opera House. 
The first concert was an op- 
era aria sung by Caruso. This 
broadeast was on January 13 
1910 and must have been on 
a wavelength of 1200 meters 
or more, as the are was very 
inefficient below this. 


De Forest convinced the 
Navy on the value of the Are 


and shortly after went to 
work on the station at Key 
West, competing it in 1911. 
The audion was becoming 
popular as a detector and am- 
plifier with the big commer- 
cial interests, but were very 
expensive and had very short 
life-span. Amateurs could on- 
ly borrw “rejects” from cer- 
tain sources on the “QT”. 
Those with soft vacuum (and 
most were) could only be us- 
ed as detectors. 


Finally in 1914, with war 
immenant, and new strides in 
vacuum processing, a realy 
hard vacuum tube was built. 
The first pratical oscillator 
tube was now available. Wes- 
tern Electric used them for 
“repeaters” in telephone ser- 
vice. They were rugged, and 
just as hard to get. De For- 


est now made his tube avail- 
able in the largest cities for 
the amateur. Due to the shor- 
tage of supply it was only 
possible to obtain them built 
into someone elses cabinet and 
circuit. The Mignon Wireless 
Corporation in Elmira N. Y. 
marketed this unit in 1915, as 
did the Wirless Mfg. Com- 
pany, Canton, Ohio, and ot- 
hers, including one company 
in New Jersey who guaran- 
teed his unit for 3 years and 
stated “With fair treatment 
it ought to last one hundred 
years”. Well they didn’t. De 
Forest had a lot of trouble 
with them. Carbon filaments 
were very fragile and short 
lived. He started putting two 
filaments in each tube for 
insurance of satisfied custom- 
ers, but even then filament 
burn-out was of great concern 
and this writer believes that 
had De Forest licked this one 
problem, most all tubes today 
would be imprinted with the 
“De Forest” trade mark. 


For his work in wireless, 


he was the recipient of a gold. 


medal in 1904 at the St. Louis 
Exhibition; the Elliott Cre- 
sson Medal of the Franklin 
Institude in 1915 for discov- 
ery of the audion; and a gold 
medal at the Panama Pacific 
Exhibition in San Francisco 
in 1915. Added to his many 
honors was the presidency of 


the IRE in 1930 and for mang) 


years Honorary President of £ 


the Veteran Wireless Opera- 
tors Association.

40 YEARS AGO 


Things were really hopping 
in Ham Radio. Two of our 
Florida Boys was heading the 
league; Charlie Service, 3ZA, 
now W4ie, was Vice President 
and Fred Schnell, 1MO, now 
W4CF, was Traffic manager. 
Of course there was our be- 
loved President Maxim, and 
our secretary Warner, both 
gone to their reward. Last 
but not not least, our Trea- 
surer, Hebert, who has made 
many friends in Florida these 
many years. 


It is just such a day as 
today, August 1921, and you 
are there. DX is 1000 miles 
and few could brag of more. 
Spark and CW are in the 
twelvth round - neither has 
been down to the count of 
ten. The score is about even, 
but mostly because there are 
more sparks. The newcomers 
are mostly CW, so what they 
say don’t count for much. The 
big issue of the day is “Can 
CW win out”. The thrill of 
pounding the other with a 
whirling, roaring, ear split- 
ting spark to the tune of 1 
KW, or even a 1/4 KW, evi- 
dently was enough to make 
the spark boys feel they were 
ahead. Few real amateur sta- 
tions could boast of more than 
10 or 20 watts (five watts per 
tube). We had tried and fail- 
ed, in February of this year, 
to put a mere signal across 
the pond, to England. So now 
we are making plans for an- 
other test; a big one this 
time, maybe one or two with 
a thousand watts of CW! 


The dates are set for De- 
cember 8th to 17th; but first 
there must be preliminary 
tests from November 7th to 
12th. Those who qualify in 
working 1000 miles or more 
will be allowed to participate 
in the big Transatlantic Sen- 
ding Tests. Next month is 
the big “sign-up” date for 
the preliminaries. 

Schnell is quoted as saying 
“CW is here to stay and un- 
less we are afflicted with a 
foggy brain, CW will be so 
far ahead of spark that mes- 
sages of unimportance will be 
left for that means of com- 
munication, while messages of 
more importance will go via 
CW, beacause they will get 
through.”

There are a few Genuine 
handmade two filament Audi- 
otrons available at $6. post 
paid, but a lot of these are 
“boot-leg” since they do not 
bear the true De Forest Au- 
dion signature. Moorhead val- 
ves and A-P “relays”, both 
good tubes are selling on the 
West Coast. Oh yes! and Cun- 
ningham is pedalling the new 
C-300 with brass and ceramic 
base, made by Audiotron Mfg 
Company, who have _ been 
making tubes since 1915. The 
DeForest “Singer” tube ra- 
ted at 37% watts is available 
at $24. 

The new Z-NITH Multicei- 
ver is now available, 180 to 
1200 meters, made by Matty 
Mathews, 9ZN of the Chica- 
go Radio Laboratory (Now 
Zenith Corp). The Grebe CR- 
8 Short-wave Regenerative 
receiver, 150 to 1,000 meters 
makes it’s appearance, while 
DeFores is trying to sell the 
“Interpanel” idea with his 
new ‘“Radiophone”’, a four pa- 
nel station, all in one wood 
cabinet, four panels in a row. 
A phone transmitter, range 
30 miles, short-wave tuner, 
150 to 600 meters, and Au- 
dion detector, and a one step 
amplifier. Colin B. Kennedy 
is making the neatest two- 
stage amplifier you ever saw 
for $55. Tuska’s making dials 
now, after getting QST start- 
ed. And by the way, do you 
want some back copies of 
QST? Oct. ‘16, May, June, Ju- 
ly, Aus Lie June uly. 19; 
April, May, June, July, Aug., 
Sept., Oct., Nov., Dec., ‘20, 
Jan, Feb, Mar, April ‘21, all 
20 issues for $2. post Paid

In checking into FREN all 
stations are urged to have 
some traffic when possible, 
and to monitor until end of 
roll call in case there may be 
traffic going your way. 


The purpose of FREN is to 
provide a network capable of 
supplying rapid and accurate 
communications to the Florida 
AREC disaster plan in case 
of any type of emergency. 
To this end, the regularly 
scheduled drills are to provide 
a means of maintaining a 
group of RTTY stations will- 
ing and able to assist should 
the need arise. The drills 
should provide practice in sen- 
ding, receiving and relaying 
messages. Opportunity should 
be provided to experiment 
with better procedures and 
techinques such as_ rapid 
break-in, automatic calling 
(see March Skip) and similar 
work. It should also serve as 
a medium for passing of in- 
formation to new net mem- 
bers or prospective members 
in efficient operation of their 
RTTY stations; thus all can 
profit from the experiences of 
others.

(We learned previously of 
attempts and failure to cross 
ihe pond in the first transat- 
lantic tests. Paul Godley, 2ZE 
oes to Scotland. Preliminary 
1000 mile tests. The final 
shakedown tests. And now, in 
Mngland, Godley prepares for 
the big tests) 


“In England” 

“These arrangements wer® 
by no means for the special 
benefit of Mr. Godley (2ZE) 
but were to govern the entire 
tests. The arrangements in 
England were entirely in Mr. 
Coursey’s hands and the data 
on the schedules was commu- 
nicated only to him. To avoid 
any criticism Mr. Godley was 
told nothing except the free- 
for-all schedule, which was 
public information, but Mr. 
Coursey supplied him with a 
schedule of the times and 
wave lengths on which to lis- 
ten, the same as he broadcas- 
ted to all British listeners, 
and kept strictly to himself 
the idenity and cyphers of the 
various stations. Mr. Coursey 
being in complete charge, Mr. 
Godley was on practically the 
same status as any British 
listener and was required to 
submit his reception to Mr. 
Coursey for verification and 
to report thru him. 

Meanwhile the greatest en- 
thusiasm seems to have greet- 
ed preparations for the tests, 
on the other side. The “Ne- 
derlandsche Vereeniging voor 
Radiotelegraphic” (Holland) 
wrote us (QST) for particu- 
lars and published them in 
their magazine, “Radio Nie- 
uws”, together with recom- 
mended Armstrong circuits 
for the short wave reception; 
and “La T.S.F. Moderne” 
(France) did the same for the 
Frencsh amateurs. ‘Wireless 
World” was the bulletin of 
the British amateurs, and it 
was here, of course, that the 
highest interest centered. 
Many amateurs seem to have 
gone to great lengths in their 
preparations, making special 
sets with many stages of 
tuned-output radio amplifica- 
tion - and we are very happy 
that the outcome of the tests 
justified their labor. 


GODLEY PREPARES 


While these arrangements 
were progressing “Paragon 
Paul” was busy too, building 
special amplifiers, testing va- 


rious tuning arrangements, 
and experimenting with dif- 
ferent aerials. When he suc- 
ceeded in making 5ZA (Lou- 
is Falconi, Roswell, N. Mexi- 
co) work a relay in New 
Jersey without interference 
from New York amateurs he 
felt he had things around 
where they belong. 


On Nov., 14th (1921) the 
night before he sailed, a very 
impressive little dinner was 
given him (2ZE) at The En- 
gineers Club in New York 
City, where our ARRL offi- 
cers and our directors within 
hailing distance and the offi- 
cials of other radio organiza- 
tions gathered to wish him 
success and bid him Godspeed. 
While the trail was to be a 
severe one and no man could 
with surety predict the out- 
come, optimism was distinct- 
ly the keynote and every- 
body was certain that if it 
could be done at all Paul 
would get signals. At this 
meeting credentials and writ- 
ten instructions were given 
him, together with a sealed 
pocket for Mr. Coursey (En- 
gland) in which the secret 
codes and final schedules were 
given. There were two copies 
of these documents in exist- 
ence and the duplicate was 
locked in the Hartford (AR- 
RL) safe. Until the writing of 
the (original) article it was 
seen by no eyes in this coun- 
try save those of our Traffic 
Manager (Fred Schnell, W4- 
FS, Bradenton, Fla.) - not 
even by the present writer. 
(Kenneth B. Warner, 1BHW, 
Editor of QST). 


Godley sailed on the “Aqyi- 
tania” on Nov. 15th (1921), 
amid cheers and waving hand- 
kerchiefs of assembled radio 
friends and relatives, and for 
a couple of nights out the 
amateur air was thick with 
farewells and good wishes for 
2ZE, Godley’s home call, for 
everybody knew he would be 
in the static-room on the 
“Aquitania”. 


The second day out we ra- 
dioed him: “Bon voyage The 
entire radio world is pulling 
for you” — to which he re- 
plied: Confidence increases as 
distance squared Broadcast 
my heartfelt appreciation”. 

Arrangements had already 
been made with the British 
authorities thru the kind co- 
operation of our State De- 
partment and Department of 
Commerce (Secretary Herbert 
Hoover, now _  ex-President 
USA, father of 6XH, who op-

erated in these tests) for spe- 
cial authorization to Mr. God- 
ley to bring in apparatus and 
erect and operate a receiving 
station, and to one familiar 
with the British laws, on ra- 
dio it will be apparent that 
this was itself an accomplish- 
ment. Mr. Godley landed in 
Southhampton on the 21st 
(Dec. 1921) and proceeded to 
London, where he was shown 
every courtesy by the British- 
radio men. He had originally 
planned to make use of the 
receiving station of Comman- 
der Phillips, near London, 
which was kindly placed at 
his disposal, but results there 
being discouraging he moved 
up into Scotland and located 
at Ardrossan, a thriving ship- 
building port and watering 
place on the coast to the west 
of Glasgow. There he erected 
his apparatus, accompanied by 
his official listener, Mr. D. 
EK. Pearson, District Inspector 


of the Marconi Company at 
Glasgow, who stood a con- 
stant watch with him during 
the tests and verified the re- 
ception of every signal.
